It is when your bourgeois states¬ 
man has to grapple with the ques¬ 
tion of insurrectionary immigrants 
that he makes the most puny spec¬ 
tacle of himself.

Blit the existence of classes is nothing new—the class stni^le is 
many thousand .vears old. It began the very moment civilization 
began. 

In the most democratic republic of -Athens and the aristocratic 
republic of Sparta, and later on in Rome, the people were divided into 
different classes, with different rights and different dutie.*, according 
to their wealth. Some of those classes were hereditary to begin 
with—always provided that the respective family could keep its wealth. 
In Rome; the Censor would assemble the Roman people tvery lom” 
years, have every citizen sliow up his wealth and put him into his re¬ 
spective class. And the great Cato the Censor got the honorable name 
of Censorius because he would expel from the senatorial class the 
nun who could not show the necessary wealth to belong to that class. 

And in all these ancient civilized commonwealths thtre was to 
be found a large stratum of citizens who owned nothing—.md which 
In Rome was. called the proletariat, because the only capacity in which 
its members could jerve their country -was by furnishing children for 
the state. 

Nor was this all. 

Lower still—most numerous — and belonging to no class 
were the slat es. Thev did not own tlieir bodies, and "o* *up- 
po^ to have any souls. Plato described the slaves as "animated tods." 
TTie slaves were cither captured as prisoners of war or were made 
•laves on account of debts—or were the descendants~«Ksuch persons. 

Tite class struggle then was very crude and very brutal. So much 
(or aocietu civilization. 

• « • 

We all know that the classes almost took the form of castes un¬ 
der the feudal svslem. Everybody was pressed Into an iron mould. 

Society then was really a pyramid with the king on top. The high 
clergy and the feudal lords, the patricians and the burghers of the 
dties formed the upper layers, and the serfs owned by the lords 
formed the lower layers of the pyramid. 

And under the feudal systen; also as everywhere else, wealth and 
land gotten by force, cunning, or in any other way, furnished the basis 
of tite classification. 


A facetious ivocialist out in Cali¬ 
fornia writes us as follows: “It is 
really too bad that you Milwaukee 
Socialists persist in actually trying 
to do things instead of nthering 
about the festive heamiitarter’s 
stove in ‘scientific’ orgies of phil- 
osohizing and expectoration. Nev- 
mhcless, you seem to be forging 
aticad in fine style.' 


The capitalist system, of course, has changed the mould. But the 
class distinctfon and the class differences and the class stmgiiJe have 
remained. In fact, the struggle is now more subtle, bnt more bitter 
than ever. 

Under former civilizations, in almost every case‘the class distinc¬ 
tion was'the result of war. Arid the ruling class was made up of the 
members of the victorious tribe or the victorious nation. This was 
generally the case in ancient times and almost invariably so during the 
midefle ages. 

The ruling class usually was the stronger, the more able part of the 
^Illation. As a whole it was the only clars that had any education 
fitted for the conditions of the time. 

■ Thus the medieval ford was unquestionably the best fighter of his 
'day. He was trained for warfare, clad in iron, and spent alt his life 
In hunting or fighting. The average medieval lord was good for about 
twenty peasants. Five or six hundred of these lords could go out to 
conquer a country. 

When the Archduke Leopold undertook to conquer Switzerland, 
he had an army of about six hundred, and that was considered a 
most treniendous fighting force. > And if it had not been for the moun¬ 
tains and tlie rocks of Switzerland, he would have accomplished his 
purpose. 

• • • 

Without any doubt, in former days the ruling classes were made 
tip of the most capable and energetic part of the people. The great 
mass of the respective nation was also inferior to them intellectually. 

Besides, in every one of these qiochs they cotdd daim, and did 
fUim , that it was the will of God Almighty that they should rule, and 
that the others should serve and obey. 

In old Oeece and old Rome the patrician families usually also 
claimed descent from some god. 

And all during the middle ages the church supported the claim 
orthe feudal system to be “God ordained.” The church was a bene- 
Idary of the qrstem to no small extent—the bishops aad abbots having 
great estates and ruHng die people.

There is no otlier mis-i 
fortune comparable, to widespread 
and long contmucil uncmpioymeiiL, 
. . . Rriisonable persons may ad¬ 
vise against such meetings ami per¬ 
sonally refuse tq take part in them. 
It is one thing, ftuwever, to oppose 
the holding of public meetings and 
quite another to uphold the park 
and (lolice authorities in refusing to 
fiermit them, and to justify dra.stic 

methods of preveuting them.

The Di i ariment of .Agriculture of llic Ciiilerl States has issued a 
circular for the invcsligalion of the a<lultcralion of orchanl grass, blue 
gra'S. cJovir, and alfalfa seed. 

The de|sirtiueut gatlicred seed from all parts rj rtie t'rtiled Slates. 
Imying in the o|k-ii market, and of the «eed examined alioiti orie-tbird 
was fonnd to In- adulterated. The degri-e of ailulteraliou varie<l from 
Uai tuscvcnty five percent. It is cstiiiiatcsl yrsuioo |siuuils of Caiiadian 
blue, gras, seed arc aiuiually importeil into the rniled Stales and mixed 
with Kentucky blur grass and sold as the latier. 'TrefdlT'.secd N im- 
jmrlcil from rngland and mixed wilb alfalfa, etc. 

Tlnis wc miglii go on indefinitely, but wlutl is tlM usc to mention 
tUi-r ibings wliicli evcrylxxly knows to lie true, Ixl us turn our 
llmiiglits toward the remedy. .Such things will continue as long as 
capitalisui, with is low incentive—making money'—continues. 

7 Ac Farming hiduslry of the Futurr. 

Tiidcr a sy^tenl of ci>i|>eration it would lie alisolutely an injury to 
every |ierson for any one to practice such fraud ami deception upon 
any otla-r. for he wIki diil so would hurt himself a.s much as lie hurt 
oiInts. Ixvaii'r he ivoubi be depriving himself of the very things he 
needed In live upon. 

( ti course it is plain enough tiral roojieration. and iinman .solnlarity 
can not. and will not lie brought alHiiit iiiilil the producing classes them- 
sflvcs--ihc working class, and the fariiiiiig class arc forced by events 
to .see die iirccssity for it. They alone can accumplisli ilieir own 
emancipation, by study ing tlih laws of economic and industrial dcveloji- 
meiil and living and acting in conformity with these laws. Ilispiry 
records niaiiy instances when llie limitations of man's mind have |>re- 
yrnled him from changing his social institutions, laws, customs, and 
iili-as to confonn to his economic dcvel(i|inient, ami a.s a result, the 
records are alvi full of installers when man's igiKirance. siqierstition, 
and tear liaie br»mght untold misery and siifTcring iqion him, and 
greatly interfered with his progress. 

'I he lardiiK'ss with which the farming class takes to the collective 
idea linds its rsplanalion in the manner in which tliis class has been 
doing its work in the jiasl. Every thing lus licen by individual effort. 
fMcii the use of machinery has liecn very imich restricted for reasons 
already menlii'ned. The farmer has worked akme. and produced with
